REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
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6. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant has claimed a pharmaceutical composition and method of 
inhibiting angiogenesis. The amendment made to the claims was sufficient to obviate 
the rejections of record. In addition, a search of commercial databases did not produce 
any prior art that suggests or teaches all the limitations of the claimed invention as 
references such as Colman et al. (US Patent No. 6284726, November 10, 1998) teach 
a formula that does not anticipate or render obvious the claimed invention. For 
example, the patent discloses SEQ ID NO: 2 and 5 which has residues that fall outside 
the formula recited in for example, claim 1 and there is no motivation to add the 
additional residues. Further, applicant filed the McCrae Declaration which states on the 
record that applicant intends the N and C terminal truncation to mean sequential or 
consecutive cuts in the sequence to result in at least one residue Gly or Leu, thus, the 
cited prior art of record does not teach the specific orientation (and as shown in the 
sequence listing of the instant application). Thus, the claimed invention is novel and 
nonobvious over the prior art of record.
